Mrs. Henry Wilson, refused to com­ 
ment about the farm. 
Pension Cut Off 
“I don’t think that’s anybody’s 
business," she was quoted. 
VA records show $10,000 was 
paid to the Wilson’s on Feb. 21, 
1951, about nine month* afte r the 
Army reported their son was pre 
sumed “dead" in the K orean fight­ 
ing. 
None of the money has been re­ 
paid, but the VA has c u t off a 


Turncoat $35 monthly pension the family 
had received. 
Court records show the elder 
Wilson on July 28,1951, bought the 
farm lying about 35 miles north 
of Monroe, La., for $9,000 cash 
from the Rev. Charles Moore, a 
Baptist m inister. 
Had Refused Freedom 
Two days later, on July 30, the 
family received a letter from Aaron 
saying he was a prisoner of war 
iii Red China. 
After the truce in 
Korea young Wilson refused to ac­ 
cept freedom but recently changed 
his mind. 
When Wilson finally reached his 
home last Dec. 7 he told a reporter 
he planned to begin farming but 
by then the publicity about the 
insurance payment had been for­ 
gotten. 
But in 1952 published accounts 
of the VA’s failure to collect a re­ 
fund stirred a committee from the 
American 
Legion and the 
Red 
Cross to make an investigation. 
This committee reported the Wil­ 
sons were in “no position" to re­ 
turn any part of th* money.

Timely Report on U. S.

Realistic Americans understand 
that the* cannot be liked by every­ 
body in the world, and that even 
those who admire them will not 
like everything they do. Yet there 
are times when the criticisms level­ 
ed against this nation seem to pass 
a1! reasonable bounds. 
Whatever the United States does 
ar dees not do, someone points 
a finger of blame. 
In the great 
postwar time of trial, we appear 
to hive become everybody’s scape­ 
goat Never was this truer than 
In the present critical days. 
At such a moment, therefore, it 
Is remarkably rewarding to learn 
that nee outsider has stripped away 
the fog af confused emotion, of 
charge and countercharge, to look 
et America with rare insight, with 
warm-hearted tolerance, with care 
for a balancing of our strengths 
end weaknesses. 
Urn man is Sir William John 
Haley, editor of the Times of Lon­ 
don, who traveled up and down 
the Iud for seven weeks observ­ 
ing every facet af our life. 
The 
great bulk of his perceptive re­ 
sponses to this experience was 
made available to Americans in 
e series of articles distributed by 
NEA Service. 
Ha declines to be scornful of this 
country’s material progress or to 
see us ss a “whole continent slow­ 
ly being molded to the ideals of 
Hollywood.’' These he regards as 
“surface froth.” 
“Underneath,” writes Sir Wil­ 
liam, “there is the great solid sea 
of an American nation aa simple in 
its aspirations, - as traditional in 
ita virtues, as conscious of its high 
destiny as any theig has ever been 
in the old world.” 
To him the fundamental key to 
the fulfillment of the “great Amer­ 
ican dream” is not that we have 
the wealth, the resources, the ma­ 
chines or even tile know-how to 
realize it 
It is “because it is a 
passionately held idea.” 
Since we hold so tightly to our 
dream, Sir William believes that 
the “splendid arc of American pro­ 
gress will soar far upwards yet.” 
He does not deny our mistakes, 
but notes that 
the thing “ that 
strikes one about American enter­ 
prise of almost any kind is its hu­ 
manity and good humor.” 
He does not pretend to be happy 
over our approach to the question 
of Suez, but he is utterly confident 
that in the end “ties of history, 
of kinship, of a common literature, 
of ideals bind the two great En­ 
glish-speaking peoples” in Britain 
and America. 
His concluding words are a mod­ 
el reflecting the justice, the tem­ 
perateness and the humanity of 
his outlook upon this land and its 
people: 
“ Of all nations, its history has 
a higher proportion of greatness 
than of baseness; of all peoples 
its motives are the least suspect. 
“It’s errors have been, and are, 
many.

Actually, both of Ike’s parents 
were stanch members of a small 
sect called River Brethren. They 
brought the Eisenhower boys up 
to believe in the Bible. It was a 
reverent, 
if sometimes 
rowdy, 
household. 
One teaching of the River Breth­ 
ren was that only adults should 
participate in the formal church 
organization. 
This explains why 
Ike 
waited 
so long 
to accept 
church membership. 
Two of his 
brothers also waited until after 
marriage 
to

church. 
Now the Eisenhower brothers 


and are. magnificently right. We 
see the small debits from day to 
day.

Four Armied 
For Thefts of 
Oil Survey Maps 


Gull Employtt 
Suspected af 
Million Dollar Steal 


NEW YORK (IB—The FBI moved 
in today on employes of the Gulf 
Oil Co. suspected of stealing ll 
minion worth of secret oil survey 
maps. 
Four men, including a Texas 
promoter and a convicted extor­ 
tionist, were arrested here Tues­ 
day on federal charges of trans­ 
porting 
stolen 
property 
across 
state lines. 
Some of the maps, showing pos­ 
sible oil deposits in toe Southwest, 
Canada and the Middle East, were 
sold and others were used for 
speculative drilling operations by 
the combine, the FBI said. 
The maps were reported to have 
been stolen from the Gulf Oil Co. 
offices in Pittsburgh by an em­ 
ploye who became deeply in debt 
to New York racketeers from gam­ 
bling losses. 
The names of the 
employe and other Gulf personnel 
suspected of being Involved in the 
thefts were not revealed. The FBI 
said they would be released later. 
One Man to Prison 
One of the men arrested here 
was Emmanuel Lester, 32, who is 
in city prison awaiting sentence 
for attempting to extort $535,000 
from financier Serge Rubinstein 
before Rubinstein was murdered 
in his lavish Fifth Ave. home. 
Another under arrest 
is Col. 
Odic Seagraves, a one-time asso­ 
ciate of Rubinstein and an oil pro­ 
moter who is reported to have 
made millions in oil operations in 
the 1920's. He has homes in New 
York, Havana and Houston.

graves denied being involved in 
tot thefts. 
Also arrested were Edward Lie- 
berman, 30, president of the U. S.

The automotive industry will be 
a leader in a steadily expanding 
national 
economy 
during 
1957, 
providing, of course, 
that world 
peace can be maintained. 
Our industry should produce and 
sell 
domestically approximately 
6,500,000 automobiles and 900,000 
trucks. This is about IO per cent 
over 1956 for passenger cars. Tot­ 
al production, including Canada 
and 
export 
to other 
markets, 
should approximate 8,300,000 cars 
and trucks. 
This market growth will be In 
line with a further upward trend 
in general business activity. Our 
national gross product 
for 1957 
should be somewhere in the neigh­ 
borhood of 435 billion dollars, with 
disposable income reaching possi­ 
bly 300 billion dollars as against 
287 billion in 1956. 
We also can look 
forward to 
another year of substantially full 
employment. On this basis, and 
with 
a prevailing 
confidence in 
our economy, 
personal consump­ 
tion expenditures should also con­ 
tinue to increase from current 
levels. 
Although it has been historically 
proven that prosperity and prog­ 
ress are not based on war or peak 
level defense expenditures, we can 
look forward to somewhat higher 
spending in that area, too. This 
.should be in the neighborhood of 
42 billion dollars. Other govern­ 
ment spending—federal, state and 
local—also should rise some. 
The construction industry, which 
set new highs in each of the last 
four years, should also continue 
its upward trend. Housing starts 
should remain steady with more 
emphasis on non-residential build­ 
ing. 
With the new highway program 
just getting lintier way, spending 
for highways should be at least 
750 million dollars above 1956. or 
a total of around 8H billion do! 
lars. 
The 
tremendous 
demand 
for 
crpital equipment wilhcontinue in 
1957 and expenditures are even 
expected to show an increase. 
These figures can add up to but 
one thing—another good business 
year in 1957. My confidence in 
this, of course, is premised on our 
continuing 
successful effort 
in 
maintaining peace in the world.

Robert H. Robinson, district di­ 
rector of the Chicago office of the 
Immigration

Service, estimated today that more 
than 230.000 aliens will report their 
address in the Chicago District in 
January under the Federal Alien 
Address Report program. 
The Immigration 
official 
said 
ti:at about 220,000 aliens reported 
their address during January 1956. 
The announcement followed a state­ 
ment from Washington in which 
Immigration 
and 
Naturalization 
Commissioner J. M. Swing esti-. 
mated that more 
than 2,750,000 
aliens in the United States will re- 
port their address next month in 
compliance with the law. 
Commissioner 
Swing 
said 
in 
Washington that with few excep- 
1 ms every alien in the United 
Slates must report his address to 
the Service under the provisions 
< 
the Immigration and Nationality 
Act. 
Mr. Robinson of the Chicago of­ 
fice said that all non-citizens ex­ 
cept those in diplomatic status, 
foreign representatives assigned to 
the United Nations, and Mexican 
national contract laborers are re­ 
quired to file the address report. 
He added that any alien who wil- 
f illy violates the address report 
requirement may be fined up to 
FO imprisoned for 30 days, and 
deported. 
In addition, aliens who are not in 
ti e United States during January 
must report their address to the 
Service within IO days after their 
return. 
The District Director said that 
address report cards will be avail­ 
able at the Immigration Service 
office at the New Post Office build­ 
ing in Chicago, and local United 
Stale- post offices beginning Ja n ­ 
uary I, 1957.
